Medicare’s  extra- 
measure provision begins 
offering services to bene- 
ficiaries onJanuary .,1967, 
Mr. Harry N, Scott, social 
security district manager 
in Dothan, said recently. 

The provision deals with 
skilled nursing and related 
medical services given 
patients inan extended care 
facility. Unlike the usual 
nursing home of yester- 
year, extended care facili- 
tles participating in the 
Medicare program will 
offer hospital-type service 
on a less intensive basis, 
Mr. Scott said, 

When the patient’s doc- 
tor feels henolonger needs 
intensive care, but is still 
not able to go home, he 
can transfer him to an 
extended care facility for 
up to 100 days of care. 
This saves the patient valu- 
able hospital days which 
might be needed later while 
at the same time providing 


available hospital ser- 
vices, 

All covered expenses 
for the first 20 days will 


$5 daily for the next 80 
days. For the patient to 
qualify, however, he must 
be entitled to the hospital 


care, must have been in 
a hospital for at least 3 
days, and must have been 
transferred to the extend- 
ed care facility within 14 
days of his discharge from 
the hospital,

and warrant officer candi- 
dates was trained at the 
Aviation School to pilot the 
Army’s aircraft, Enlisted 
mechanic students were 
taught to keep the aircraft

A new program of in- 
struction for aviation 
mechanics started in 1966, 
which sends students from 
basic mechanics training

The year 1966 saw the 
reorganization of the Sth 
Battalion, 3lst Infantry, 
which supports the Aviation 
Center and School, into the 
53rd Aviation Battalion, A 
new 5th Battalion was acti- 
vated, 

Fort Rucker prepared to 
honor those who died while 
serving with Army Aviation 
in the Cold War with the 
dedication of the Cold War 
Plaque in October by Major 
John J, Tolson, command- 
ing general of the post.

With the post playing
